OTTAWA (CP) The 
miniec Observatory said 
day that Russia's five-ton 
space ship and the last-stage 
ro used “to launch the 
satellite inte orbit were photo- 
graphed. by the observatory 
early today. 

At the time the photograph 
was taken the observatory 
was not aware that the rocket 
carrier also was in orbit with 
the space ship. As, a result 
observatory officials specu- 
lated that the satellite might 
have divided into two parts. 

However, the observatory 
was advised late this morning 
by the United States space re- 
search centre at Washington 
that the ‘space ship is being 
followed in its orbit by the 
rocket carrier. 

“We did not know about

There should be no “reprieves” of impaired drivers 
during their business hours, says B.C.’s moter vehicles 
superintendent. 

Those convicted should “pay the penalty” of full 
suspension, George Lindsay told a Safety Council dinner 
sponsored by Shell Oil Co. 

They’ shouldn’t be given permission to drive for 
business purposes. 

“It is not a question of 2 person being able to work 
after the offence, but if 2 man has committed a crime 
knowingly he should pay the penalty.”

N A NEW WORLD SITUATION, 
probably the most dangerous 
ever known, all the calculations of 
free governments and free men 
will have to be revised. 

No one can foresee the end of 
the consequences flowing from the 
tragedy of Paris, Mr. Khrushchev’s 
histrionic- masterpiece. They must 
be profound, even if a worse crisis 
is avoided, and must affect the 
defences, the economies, the fi- 
nances and the private life of the 
entire West. 

But already one fact is clear 
and imperative: As the human fu- 
ture rides on a knife’s edge the free 
world- must unite or perish.- In 
unity lies- our only hope: of - dis- 
couraging that-sudden reversal. of 
policy and plunge into_ screaming 
lunacy which Mr. Khrushchev exe- 
cuted, for his own mysterious rea- 
sons, even before the Summit meet- 
ing could begin. 

The blunders of American man- 
agement, the fiasco of the spy 
plane, the tortured and contradic- 
tory official statements from Wash- 
ington deserve and no doubt will 
have full and calm investigation. 
The American people wil! know how 
to deal with those responsible. 
These things belong, however, to an 
era which died at Paris. The 
energies of the free world must be 
concentrated on the new era then 
born. 

Repeating the mistake of Stalin, 
his predecessor, Mr. Khrushchev 
probably hopes .that his, -threats 
will split the West, that the allies 
of a shaken American Government 
will turn on it in anger, that he 
can divide and conquer.

Hypnotism can be used in helping people 
to overcome a bad habit, such as heavy 
smoking, over-eating, wetting the bed, stut 
tering, grinding the teeth, or having tics 
or habit-spasms. Some of ‘persons 
can be helped 

Sometimes a person with an ulcer of 
the stomach can be helped. With hypnotism 
one can teach people to relax better. With 
hypnotism, a tense person may be able.to 
get along each day with only half.his usual 
dosage of tranquilizers. Obviously, with a 
person in a hypnotic trace, the doctor can 
give strong suggestions. Hypnosis can be 
used in psychiatry, in those cases in which 
an experienced psychiatrist thinks it might 
work. Usually, the psychiatrist uses this 
method in addition to other technics 

Dr. Herschman feels that because there 
are so»many different specialties-in which 
hypnosis can be used, the art ought to be 
taught by several different specialists work- 
ing together. “He said that there is no way 
of prophesying which persons will be easy 
to hypnotize and which won't, but he thinks 
all but a few people can learn to be 
hypnotized.
